Approve Installation of Stand-By Generator at Influent Pump Station.

Recommended Action

Approval to issue a Purchase Order to Veolia North America for the purchase and installation of a stand-by generator at
the Influent Pump Station as part of the Fiscal Year 2016-2017 planned CIP project.

Executive Summary

The Influent Pump Station located at Plant No. 1 is the most critical pump station in the Town’s collection system. The
pump station receives all flow from the Town’s collection system from where it is then pumped into the Wastewater
Treatment Plant(s) for processing. In the fall of 2013 to early spring of 2014 the Influent Pump Station was upgraded.
Part of the upgrade system was a new power source. The new power source was not connected to the Plant No. 1
power source. Currently when there is a power outage at Plant No 1 the Influent Pump Station also loses power. When
the Influent Pump Station loses its ability to pump, sewage begins to back up in the collection systems. To avoid long-
term backed up and possible SSO’s a portable generator has to be moved and hooked up to the Influent Pump Station
to restore power and proper operation of the station. This is very time-consuming especially if there are multiple power
outages throughout the Town. A permanent standby generator would give the Influent Pump Station the ability to run
continuously during these power outages with no interruption in service.

Hi Alicia:

The Hofmann Land Development Company (Hofmann) has proposed developing apartments on the unbuilt portion of
the Discovery Bay Shopping Center property on Discovery Bay Boulevard at Sand Point Road. The project would be
built in two phases. Phase 1 consists of developing 114 units, at a density of 18.7 units per net acre. Phase 2 would
develop on the site of the existing commercial building at 1540 Discovery Bay Boulevard with 18 units. With both
phases, the project would have a density of 18.6 units per net acre. [1540 Discovery Bay Boulevard is leased, as of
March 2016, to Reclamation District 800, Alain Pinel Realtors, Discovery Bay Veterinary Clinic, and Discovery Bay
Cleaners. The large 4,800 sq. ft. Suite G in this building has been vacant for some time.] The two-phase project would
be sited on 7.1 acres of the 12-acre Discovery Bay Shopping Center property.

The General Plan land use designation of CO, Commercial, which allows a range of commercial uses. Hofmann
proposes to change the General Plan land use designation to MM, Multiple-Family Residential- Medium Density,
which allows multiple family units at a range of between 12.0 and 21.9 units per net acre. Accordingly, Hofimann has
submitted a request for a General Plan Amendment feasibility study. This request will go to the Board. If the Board
approves the General Plan Amendment study, The Department of Conservation and Development would proceed with
processing an application for a General Plan Amendment, a Rezone to amend the existing Discovery Bay P-1 Planned

Unit District to accommodate the multiple-family development, and a Development Plan for the proposed
development.

In 2009, Hofimann submitted a prior request for a General Plan Amendment feasibility study for a mixed-use
commercial and residential project. This request was approved by the Board and the Department proceeded to process
the General Plan Amendment, Rezone, and Development Plan; however, stopped work on the applications at
Hofmann’s request. The Department is now prepared to proceed with the new Hofinann project at the Discovery Bay
Shopping Center site.

Before proceeding to the Board with the General Plan Amendment feasibility request, the Department would like to
receive comments from the Town of Discovery Bay Community Services District (CSD). Accordingly please place this
